2. This Bylaw is subject to the approval of the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners and has been approved by the said 
Board subject to the approval of the Proprietary electors.

FOLLOWING IS A SYNOPSIS OF PROPOSED AGREEMENT 


1. The Agreement is between the Town of Raymond and 
Canadian Western Natural Gag Company Limited | 


2. The Company agrees to supply gas to the Town and 
inhabitants on or before December 31st, 1955, and the 
Town agrees to grant a franchise to the Company for ten 
years from December 31st, 1955. 


3. The Company agrees to supply a performance bond in 
the sum of $5,000, to supply gas by December 31st, 1955 
and the Town shall give an extension of this time on good 
cause shown by the Company.

JOURNEY TO JAPAN 
(continued from page one) 


In the foreground is a big red 
dredge, MCB No2 which from 8 to 6 
is continally dropping its clamshell 
bucket to the bottom of the harbor, 
hoisting mud and water to a barge 
which is periodically towed and 
dumped into the deep ocean, 

At night the crews quarters are 
lit up and illuminate all the cove. 

As the main highway to Horseshoe 
Bay and the Black Ball ferry to Na- 
naimo runs in the middle distance, 
there is a steady stream of cars and 
trucks day and night in both direc- 
tions, A little higher up the hill is 
the Right of Way for the P.A.E. rail- 
way which is now contracted to be 
built to Squamish, and the sound of 
tree cutting and donkey engines is 
part of the sound effects. Snow cov- 
ered mountains close in the picture. 

So now, in place of a car to get 
home with — you wind up at a park- 
ing spot, hike a short distance to the 
boat float and load up the rowboat 
with yourself, your groceries, your 
Prestologs, and all your belongings, 
bail out the boat, find something to 
put on the wet seats, and start for 
home, 

The distance is short, only about 
200 yards, but wait a minute, what 
about the tide? Here there is a 16- 
foot change in the water two times 
every day. 

At high tide all the reefs and 
shoals are covered and some marked 
with yellow and black squared flags. 
No trouble to cross, but at low tide 
take care: your float has sunk so 
far that your boat has grounded and 
must be pushed down into the water, 
which is not easy, especially if you 
are in the middle of a downpour. 
Sometimes your boat grounds ten or 
twelve feet away from the float. 
What do do? Woodruff jumped out 
and pushed but alas, Water ran in 
over his boots, and so partly soaked 
we reached home. 

Bad for us too, Friday night a new 
dredge came in harbor with boom 
straight up, caught the power lines, 
pulled down the transformer and 
plunged the island inhabitants into 
darkness, with no heat but wood 
fires, no light but candles, no radios 
or music for several days. 

Cutting damp wood, salvaged from 
the ocean, is fine exercise, but you 
can burn one hours cutting in about 
three, so that exercise is nearly con- 
tinuous. All of this is good fun. 

Sunday we visited the North Van- 
couver L.D.S, Branch Sunday School 
a picturesque drive. There were 
about fifty people there and we were 
made very welcome visitors. Like 
Latter Day Saints everywhere they 
have a live project, to build for them 
selves a suitable place of worship. 
Now they meet in I1.0.0.F, Hall, 
which, however, was clean and pleas- 
ant, 

We had one putt putt trip from 
Eagle Harbor around Passage Island, 
up Howe Sound, trolling for gulse. 
These are second year young salmon 
I am told, but as usual none were 
caught, so you will have to accept 
the story. 

The cold wind and fairly high 
waves all made one realize that the 
elements here could very soon make 
humanity helpless, in case of trouble. 

As a fisheater, however, this Van- 
couver area fwfils most of my ap- 
petite. 

So far we have indulged in oysters 
on the half-shell, curried shrimps, 
fresh herring with roe and as staples 
halibut, salmon, fresh crab and fin- 
nan haddie. 

This would not appeal to steak 
lovers like Mayor Frank R. Taylor 
or Gerald Snow, but there are those 
at home who would appreciate this 
fare. Will Stone for instance. 

I am closing this essay in the 
reading room of the Vancouver Club 
with the great Stanley Park on my 
left, C.P.R. station in the foreground 
with ferries and steamers crossing 
Burrard Inlet and the North Shore 
Mountains as a beautiful backdrop.

INDUSTRIES 


ANDLABOUR 
IN 
ALBERTA 


The Department of Indust- 
ries and Labour carries many 
varied responsibilities It 
takes an essential part in the 
development of industry thro- 
ughout Alberta and in creat- 
ing improved conditions af- 
fecting the whole economy of 
the Province. 

One of the chief duties of 
the Department is the main- 
tenance of harmonious relat- 
jons between labour and man- 
agement. A special branch - 
the Board of Industrial Re- 
lations - administers the Al- 
berta Labour Act, which in 
itself has gained wide recog- 
nition as outstanding legis- 
lation of its kind. By its pro- 
visions, the Board of Indust- 
rial Relations has jurisdict- 
ion over such Matters as min- 
imium wages, hours of work 
holiday and overtime pay, as 
well as general conditions af- 
fecting the welfare of the wor 
ker. The Act applies to all 
employers and employees in 
the province except farm lab- 
our and domestic servants. 

Full collective bargaining 
rights are guaranteed under 
the Act and the procedure fou 
settling disputes through ne- 
gotiation, conciliation and ar 
bitration is carefully outlined. 


Albedta’s record is singul- 
arly free from strike action. 
There have been relatively 
few major disputes, The de- 
partment gives careful consi- 
deration to problems of both 
labour and management. 


In Albedta, with its mark- 
ed industrial expansion, an ad 
equate supply of skilled lab- 
our is essential, The training 
of young men and women for 
designated trades is respons- 
ibility of the apprenticeship 
Board and is a joint under- 
taking of the Provincial and 
Federal Governments. In re- 
lation to population, more ap- 
prentices are being trained in 
Alberta than in any other 
Canadian province. 

The Co-operative Activities 
Branch of the department su- 
pervises all types of co-oper- 
atives in Alberta. These in- 
clude rural electrification as- 
sociations, producer co-oper- 
atives livestock feeders assoc 
jations and credit unions. 

Special reference should be 
made to the Rural Electrific- 
ation Associations through 
which farmers build power 
lines and electrify their farm. 
Assisted by the Co-operative 
Activities Branch, these as- 
sociations have scored a re 
markable record, with betwe 
en five and six thousand ad- 
ditional farms being electri- 
fied each year. Total number 
is now well over 28,000 - an 
increase of some 14,000 since 
1949. 

A revolving fund of $10,000- 
000 has been made available 
by the Alberta Government, 
from which Rural Electrific- 
ations may borrow as much 
as 85% of the money needed 
to finance the building of 
their lines, 

The Alberta Power Comm 
ission, charged with the gen- 
eral supervision and encoura- 
gement of all matters relat- 
ing to electric power in the 
province, functions as a bro- 
neh of the Department of In- 
dustries and Labour. 

The Provincial Marketing 
Board, another branch, is em- 
powered to provide producers 
manufacturers, distributors 
and consumers with the me- 
ans of buying and selling go- 
ods at fair and equitable pr- 
ices. Its policy of buying raw 
materials in Mass quantities 
may be applied where neses- 
sary, and is of great benefit 
to the small Alberta manu- 
facturer, 

Three special inspection 
services, designed to protect 
life and property, are condu- 
cted by other branches of the 
department, These are inspec 
tions of boilers and pressure 
vessels by the Boilers Branch 
installation and appliances 
by the Electrical Protection 
Branch, (and under the pro- 
visions of the Factories Act) 
grain elevators, freight and 
passenger elevators, and oil 
drilling rigs, The Factories 
Act also covers such matters 
as sanitary regulations and 
fire prevention. 

Another division of the 
Department of Industries and 
Labour is the Bureau of Stat- 
ics. The function of the bur- 
eau is to collect and compile 
statistics of value not only to 
the various departments of 
government but to the public 
in general,

Alberta Golden Jubilee 
1905 — 1955 

The fiftieth year has been a year 
of jubilation ever since the children 
of Israel were commanded to mark 
that year as a time of ingathering 
and celebration. It is right that we 
ia Alberta, also, should hallow our 
fiftieth year for there is much cause 
for thanksgiving and rejoicing in a 
land so richly blessed by the Creator. 
A Golden Jubilee year serves only 
to increase and concentrate the 
praise that should continually be go- 
ing forth to God from a free and pros- 
perous people. 

Alberta Jubilee Celebrations will 
continue from January to December 
but activities will be concentrated 
during the summer months beginning 
June Sth. The climax will come dur- 
ing Golden Jubilee Week of Septem- 
ber 5th to 10th when gay parades 
will move through crowded streets 
and groups will join in the presenta- 
tion of colorful pageants, Work com- 
pleted will be dedicated and work to 
be done will be officially recognized 
by the traditional laying of the 
corner stone. 

Preceding this week of festive ac- 
tivities will be the Provincial Day of 
Prayer. September 4th has been set 
aside as a day in which all citizens 
may give thanks for the progress of 
the past half century and humbly 
ask for continued prosperity in the 
coming years, 

All babies born in Alberta on Ju- 
bilee Day, September Ist, will receive 
engraved silver spoons and qa presen- 
tation will also be made to all those 
married in the Province on Jubilee 
Day, Mluminated scrolls will be pre- 
sented to senior citizens Who were 
living in Alberta during 1905 and 
are residents during 1955. 

Rustic arches are to be built to 
provide a permanent, decorative en- 
trance to the Province, and will be 
erecte on main highways leading in- 
to the Province to welcome tourists 
and Jubilee visitors. The program of 
identifying and marking Alberta his- 
toric sights will be intensified dur- 
ing 1955, while the Department of 
will establilsh as many 
picnic table sites as possible, placing 
shelters over tables where necessary 
and providing rest rooms wherever 
possible. 

A Red Deer River Valley Memorial 
Park is to be established in that area 
of Alberta noted for its relics of the 
prehistoric ages. This park will be 
dedicated during celebrations in the 
Badland district of Steveville. 

A special information display will 
be erected at the Fort Macleod Tourist 
Information Bureau, a joint project of 
the Department of Economic Affairs 
and the Canadian Rockies Tourist As- 
sociation. This is part of an extensive 
publicity program being undertaken to 
advertise and promote all features of 
Alberta Golden Jubilee. 

Special programs will centre around 
building projects in the Province, in- 
cluding the new auditoria in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary. Contracts for their 
construction provide for completion 
by September Ist, 1955. 

Two mobile caravans are to be pur- 
chased to carry and exhibit Golden 
Jubilee displays. The caravans, which 
will be equipped with facilities for the 
projection of motion pictures, will 
tour Alberta towns, villages and mun- 
icipalities from June to September 
as part of local Jubilee programs. 

A professional square dance caller 
will be employed for about three week 
to assist in local Jubilee celebrations 
and possibly a dance orchestra will 
be invited to play at special Jubilee 
dances. . 

In the field of cultural activities, 
the University of Alberta Mixed Chor- 
us will tour the Peace River district 
trom May 1st to 10th after which it 
may be available for performances in 
different parts of the Province. A 
song-writing competition, sponsored by 
the Alberta Music Board and offering 
three cash prizes for acceptable Jubi- 
lee songs is hoped to lead to the pub- 
lication of a book of Alberta Songs, 
while a play writing competition for 
Alberta authors will off three cash 
prizes of $250 eacf, 

Alberta’s Golden Jubilee Anthology 
is expected to be off the press early 
in March, Included in thig book of 
Alberta articles, fiction and poetry, 
are reproductions of eight Alberta 
paintings. These paintings, purchased 
by the Gvernment, will be on display 
during the year. Ten thousand copies 
of the Anthology are being purchased 
and will be distributed throughout the 
Province. ° 

Special Jubilee activities in Alberta 
Schools will be arranged by the Al- 
berta Department of Education, with 
the Department of Agriculture provid-

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jects. On June 9th Jubilee activities 
in the schools will end with a program 
and the dedication of the trees. 

To assist municipalities in the org- 
anization of local Jubilee celebrations, 
the Government will make available 
a grant at 25¢ per capita. This fund 
way be used for the purchase of colour 
plaques, Jubilee bunting or decoration 
but it is hoped that many municipal- 
ities will use the fund for the estab- 
lishinent of some permanent project 
such as rest centres, parks or play- 
grounds, 

As each community is being urged 
to set up its own Jubilee Committee 
and to arrange local celebrations, the 
Alberta Golden Jubilee Committee has 
sent out questionaires to each munici- 
pality. When returned, these question- 
aires will give the Committee inform- 
ation which will enable them to help 
each community plan their celebration
